“Ex Africa Semper...” 

Shortly before midnight last night a 
laconic telegram was received from the 
British headquarters in Cairo announcing 
that ‘‘we have evacuated Benghazi.” As 
we write, further details are lacking; but 
the news will take everybody by surprise. 
Benghazi ig the biggest town in Oyrenaica. 
It possesses a reasonably good harbour, 
and its capture by the British and 
Australians some weeks ago was regarded 
as the culminating point of General 
Wavell’s remarkable campaign against the 
Italians. Its capture, after the fall and 
occupation of Derna, was hailed through- 
out the world as one of the most note- 
worthy achievements in the history of 
desert warfare. While the main body of 
British and Dominion troops was pressing 
on along the .Apollonia-Barce-Benghazi 
road, armoured units took a short cut 
across the desert, reaching a point on the 
coast road south of Benghazi before the 
retreating Italians had time to get there. 
The result was that further resistance was 
useless, and Benghazi fell in record time. 
After this feat of arms, the British 
Commander-in-Chief was faced with two 
alternatives. He could continue his 
victorious advance and invade Tripolitania, 
with a view to the ultimate capture of 
Tripoli itself and the complete expulsion 
of the Italians from North Africa; or he 
could 1est on his laurels in Cyrenaica, 
leaving the bulk of his forces to be used 
elsewhere, if necessary. Apparently, he 
chose the latter. Advanced posts were 
established to the south of Benghazi; but 
for most practical purposes the fighting 
came to anend. Then, about a week ago, 
reports began to refer to the participation 
of German units on the Tripolitanian 
border. It seems that German motorised 
forces had been sent across from Sicily 
to stiffen Italian resistance, and that they 
had begun to take the offensive in sporadic 
skirmishes with the British. Towards the 
end of last week the British headquarters 
in Cairo announced that certain minor 
posts had been abandoned, evidently in 
order to test the strength of the German 
divisions; and now comes the news that 
Benghazi has been evacuated. Manifestly, 
the Germans are in stronger fe than 
had been anticipated. They have been 
attacking Benghazi heavily from the air, 
and their dive bombers may have made 
the town untenable. Judgment must be 
suspended until further details are 
received; but it would appear as if the 
British, by the depletion of their forces 
in Western Cyrenaica, have laid them- 
selves open, at any rate, to a temporary 
reverse. ! : 

In the meantime the troops under the 
command of General Cunningham in Kast 
Africa are emulating the efíorts oí the 
Army of the Nile in the Western Desert. 
Unless something entirely unexpected 
happens—and the unexpected has happened 
with almost monotonous regularity during 
this war—the complete disappearance of 
Italian rule in East Africa seems to be 
inevitable. Already “Italian Somaliland 
has been over-run by the British, who 
have been using Indian troops with 
marked effect in this part of the war 
theatre. British Somaliland, which was 
abandoned nearly eight months ago, has 
been recaptured, and the colony once 
again is wholly in British hands. In 
Eritrea the Italians have been putting 
up a stiff resistance; but, with the fall 
of Keren and the capture of Asmara, the 
occupation of Massawa can be merely a 
matter of time, and Eritrea will cease to 
be. Italian. Farther South, the British 
have reached Diredawa, where they have 
cut the only railway line between Addis 
Ababa and Jibuti. In other words, the 
Duke of Aosta and his troops have been 
bottled up in the Ethiopian capital. 
According to the latest reports, some 
50,000 Italian and native troops are 
retreating rapidly on Addis Ababa, 
thereby aggravating the Duke of Aosta’s 


| already difficult problem. Miracles continue 


to happen, even in modern war; but, 
unless the Abyssinian rains arrive before 
their time this year, the fall of Addis 
Ababa will be a foregone conclusion. The 
Italians find themselves in an almost im- 
possible position. Not only are they being 
defeated by the British and their allies— 
Belgian troops took part in the capture 
of Asosa—but they have to reckon with 
the growing hostility of the Abyssinians 
themselves. According to the British 
reports, native levies created disturbances 
in Asmara before the arrival of the 
British, with the result that the Bishop 
of Asmara and the local Chief of Police 
invited the British commander to take 
over the town to maintain order. This 
danger was inherent in the situation from 
the beginning. There still are large 
numbers of Italian women and children 
not alone in Addis Ababa, but in various 
other parts of the country. Unless the 
British can manage to keep the natives 
in check, these unfortunate people will be 
in serious danger. The possibility of 
widespread massacres cannot be ignored ; 
for the Abyssinians are exceedingly cruel, 
and are nursing bitter grievances against 
the Italians. Upon the shoulders of 
General Cunningham, therefore, falls the 
responsibility not only tor the successful 
prosecution of his campaign, but also for 
the personal safety of thousands of 
Italians. On that account, no doubt, the 
suggestion has been made to the Italian 


| High Command that the Duke of Aosta 


should capitulate while he still is in a 
position to keep order in Addis Ababa; 
but, so far, there is no reason to believe 
that he will take this step. 


The Three Corners 


Mr. Matsuoka, the Japanese Foreign 
Minister, is approaching the end of his 
European visit. Having spent the better 
part of a week in Berlin, he has been in 
Rome for the past few days, and now has 
left again for Berlin, where he is expected 
to pass another night or two before he 
catches the train for Moscow and home. 


| did not come a the way from Japan to 
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abont the “ Axis”’ leaders’ blood-pressure. 
He came for one purpose, and for one 
purpose only—to make arrangements for 
Japan’s entrance into the mis-called 
European war. The Germans and Italians 
naturally are anxious that this event shall 
take place at the earliest possible moment 
in order to embarrass the United States’ 
programme of aid for Great Britain; but 
it is not too much to suppose that Mr. 
Matsuoka sees the matter in a somewhat 
different light. His country has no 
deeper affection for Germany or Italy than 
it has for Britain or the United States; 
it seeks to promote no interests but its 
own, and sees no reason why it should 
sacrifice itself for any other country, If 
active assistance to the totalitarian 
Powers can be of assistance to Japanese 
ambitions, then they will receive it—but 
not until the Japanese, who are among 
the most astute of peoples, are satisfied 
that the propitious moment has arrived. 
Doubtless, an immediate start would suit 
the Germans and Italians. They would 
like to see a proportion of the British 
Navy and Air Force drawn off from the 
North Sea and the Mediterranean for the 
defence of Singapore, and they would be 
even more delighted if the United States 
Government should be compelled to take 
thought for its Pacific interests at the 
expense of the aid-Rritain programme; 
but Mr. Matsuoka is by no means equall7 
convinced of the desirability of immediate 
war. His country is not ready for it. 
Japan has her hands full with the Chinese 
Nationalists; she is short of the raw 
materials that are essential to war; and 
she is not at all anxious to find herself 
confronted with three or four formidable 
enemies at the same time—the less so 
because she cannot expect to receive any 
material help from either of her Western 
allies. 

If the Japanese had their own way, the 
chances are that they would prefer to 
consolidate their position in the Pacific, 
and to defer a ‘‘show-down’’ with Great 
Britain and America until a more distant 
day. Diplomacy—coupled with the threat 
of force—already has furnished them with 
strong bases in French Indo-China, which 
has been weakened terribly by the collapse 
of the mother-country, and with the 
assurance of useful footholds in Thailand. 
These advantages, from the strategic point 
of view, are anything but negligible. They 
mean that Japan, whose nearest base was 
two thousand miles from Singapore until 
very recently, has approached within eight 
hundred miles. Logic suggests that she 
should spend a couple of years in the 
strengthening of her hold upon the 
Malayan peninsula, and simultaneously, 
with the increase of her ‘‘influence”’ in 
the region of the Dutch East Indies. A 
couple of years, however, will not he 
allowed her: with or without preparation 
she will have been forced to strike far 
earlier—if only to maintain the declining 
moral of her people. It is not impossible 
that Mr. Matsuoka has allowed himself to 
be persuaded, and that some ambitious 
venture by Japan, tantamount to a 
declaration of war upon Great Britain, 
will take place within the verv near 
future. Her Army may be tired, but her 
Air Force is of very high quality, and her 
powerful Navy has had so little to do 
during the three-and-a-half years of the 
“China incident’’ that it must be, in the 
popular phrase, spoiling for a fight. If 
she can undertake such campaigns as will 
be independent of land forces, and can 
make exclusive use of her Navy and Air 
Force, she will be a dangerous foe to any 
victim of her assault; and, while there is 
little doubt about either the readiness or 
the ability of the American Navy to join 
issue with her, the American Air Force 
will be at a discount through its lack of 
bases in the Chinese waters. An attack 
upon Singapore—whether preceded or not 
by an invasion of the Dutch East Indies— 
is by no means beyond possibility. Never- 
theless, the odds against its success are 
terribly heavy, and we may be certain 
that Mr. Mafeuoke has not hesitated to 
reveal them in detail to his spiritual 
comrades at the Wilhelmstrasse and the 
Palazzo Chigi. 


An Experiment in Time 


In the Dail yesterday Mr. Boland, 
Minister for Justice, informed Messrs. 
Dockrell and Norton that the Government 
did not propose to follow the British 
example in regard to Summer-time this 
year. The British plan to extend Summer- 
time yet another hour between May 3rd 
and August 9th has met with much adverse 
criticism, and the news that Ireland does 
not propose to follow Britain’s lead in 
the matter, no doubt, will be welcomed by 
a large proportion of the community. The 
farmers will be unanimous in their 
support of the Government’s decision. 
Many of the common people, too, 
who have not fully examined the 
matter ‘will be pleased; for they feel 
that it would be a little hard to rise 
at five-thirty while the clock says eight. 
A few people will rejoice, too, no doubt, 
in the fact that once more we have shown 
our independence of Britain. That the 
work of the farmers should proceed with 
all possible speed and efficiency is of para- 
mount importance in this country, and 
for that reason we might be tempted to 
agree that the Government has come to 
the right decision. At the same time, it 
would be foolish to pretend that there are 
not several disadvantages attendant on the 
retention of the old Summer-time. It 
undoubtedly will complicate the lives of 
the common people in a thousand small 
ways, and in at least one serious way. 
To mention only one small matter, the 
discrepancy in time for the wireless pro- 
grammes will provide much food for 
domestic contfoversy. Of course, this is 
only a minor matter; the real difficulty of 
the scheme will be the border question. A

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ANY British housewives now have to 
guite a sheaf of ration books 

| when they do their weekly ing, as, 
in addition to the official books of coupons 
for each member of the family, they also 
have unofficial coupons issued ! 
keepers. These coupons have been intro- 
duced by tradesmen, so that the amount 
of each of the rationed foods to which a 
family is entitled may be computed, and 
at the time of the purchase of any of the 
foods, the unofficial books are marked and 
the official coupons handed over. 

Registration with a shopkeeper is 
necessary for all the rationed goods in 
Britain with the exception of tea, which 
may be purchased at any shop without the 
necessity for registratidn or the surrender 
of the weekly coupon. By exercising a 
little economy in its use, most families 
are able to make the ration of two ounces 
a week meet their requirements as well 
as the three ounces which it is computed 
was was the pre-war consum 
tion. e tea ration for children in 
Britain is the same as for adults, and this 
enables families with small children to 
benefit 


Sunday Theatres 


The theatrical world is very annoyed 
over the rejection by the House of 
Commons of the regulation permitting the 
opening on Sunday of places of amuse- 
ment apart from cinemas, and it is 
announced that the industry will no longer 
permit its artists to appear at charity 
performances where the urches are con- 
cerned. Hitherto, it is stated, that assist- 
ance in such cases has been given gladly, 
but that the time has come when ste 
must be taken, as the defeat of the 
regulation means widespread unemploy- 
ment in the dramatic profession. A 
suggestion is put forward that managers 
shall turn their theatres into clubs, 
charging a membership fee, which would 
enable them to give performances on 
Sunday. It is improbable, however, that 
anything like this will take place on a 
big scale, since the difficulties would be 
great. The theatrical profession will 
simply endure the blow it has sustained 
and carry on like every other business.

Standardisation 


The Government and the British 
Standards’ Institution are co-operating to 
extend the principle of standardisation, 
and already thousands of tons of steel 
have been. saved by a reduction in the 
standard size of the heads of bolts, rivets 
and nuts. Committees have been estab- 
lished in no fewer than eighty industries 
to draw up plans for eliminating un- 
economical-sized packages, such as cans 
and tins, and introducing containers of 
uniform size and shape. 

Not only is the production of the con- 
tainers facilitated, but huge savings are 
being effected in materials, and the pro- 
cess is to be extended. So far attention 
has been directed mainly to metal con- 
tainers, but packets of all descriptions are 
now being considered, and various com- 
modities are to be sdld in- simplified 
packing. Some goods may soon be sold 
in far less elaborate packing than hithe:to, 
and the purchase of loose cigarettes and 
tobacco is to be encouraged. 


Paper from Straw 


The manufacture of pa from straw, 
already a well-develo movement in 
some countries, is likely to prove of great 
benefit to British agriculture. e use of 
straw with the presence of abundant 
supplies of wood pulp and esparto grass 
has not greatly interested British paper- 
makers, but now they are calling for a 
quarter of a million tons annually at the 
rate of seventy shillings a ton for first- 
quality straw baled at the farm. 

Production of cereal straw in Britain 
averages twenty-six hundredweight per 
acre, and, while most farmers wish to 
retain as much of their straw as possible 
for litter and as a fertiliser, the departure 
may be most useful to them in maintain- 
ing agricultural prices at an economie 
level. Shipping space also will be saved, 
and large sums of money will be kept in 
the country. The movement opens up good

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Doyen of Irish Yachtsmen 


Your reference (writes a correspondent) 
to Dr. W. M. A. Wright, who was for 
many \years the Vice-Commodore of the 
Royal frish Yacht Club in Dun Laoghaire, 
led me to make a cursory retrospect of the 
great races sailed in Dublin Bay, Belfast 
and Strangford Loughs, and the men who 
took part in them. 

One of these yachtsmen'is, happily, still 
among us. Mr. E. D. McLaughlin, the 
father of the Countess Taaffe, is the doyen 
of Irish yachtsmen, and the oldest of the 
officials attached to the Irish 
Chancellor’s Court up to the year of the 
Anglo-Irish Treaty. 

One always thinks of him along with the 
late Mr. Justice Boyd, who was one of the 
finest helmsmen of his time. In the races 
in Dublin Bay, under the auspices of the 
Royal Irish, the Royal Alfred, and the 
Royal St. George, both were constant com- 

etitors, and their yachts—Eurynome and 
alia—invariably made the going for 
their rivals. 

The first-named, one of the crack five- 
tonners of the later nineties and the early 
years of the century, flew the largest 
number of prize flags of any boat of her 
class. Unlike ail the craft that competed 
against her, the Eurynome was designed 
by her owner’s brother, the late Dr. E. P. 
McLaughlin, of Strangford, County Down, 
and built by an humble country carpenter 
named James Murrin. 


The Canals 


_ The Royal Canal appears to be oozing 
its way back into public interest. I have 
heard rumours that it may be re-opened— 
if the word ‘‘ re-opened’’ can be used of 
a waterway which, so far as I am aware, 
has never been officially closed—in order 
to provide a new entrance for turf sup- 
plies; and now a correspondent urges 
that it shall be made available for 
pleasure-bogts. 

The latter suggestion, of course, is an 
old foible of mine. I suppose I have 
written more thousands of words on the 
subject of canal-cruising than on any 
other subject under the sun. But my ex- 
perience has been entirely limited to the 
Grand Canal. 

Whether the Royal Canal is sufficiently 
free from weeds to allow the passage of 
screw-propelled boats I do not know, If 
go, where is the necessary petrol to come 
from? I suggest to my co ent 
that, if he wants to launch his bark on 
the quiet waters of the Royal Canal, or 
anywhere else, the bark had better be a 
canoe.

These April meteors emanate from the 
constellation Lyra, and there are contem- 
porary radiants in Cygnus and Hercules. 

A maximum on the 8th, at 8.25 p.m., is 
followed by more meteoric activity the 
next morning about 3.5. The 9th has also 
an evening inaximum at 9.55. An after- 
noon maximum on the 10th, at 2.50, is 
followed by a secondary at 11.45 p.m., 
and there is une on the 11th at 9.30 p.m. 
The 16th gives a maximum at 7.15 a.m., 
with two secondaries at 9.55 p.m. and 
11.12. The 18th has a morning maximum 
at 1.45, with an evening one about 11.30, 
and there is another on the morning of 
the 19th at 8.20, which is visible in the 
West. 

A rather early maximum on the hight 
of the 20th, at 810, is followed by a 
second one about 25 minutes later. There 
is @ fairly large maximum on the morning 
of the 22nd at 4.10, at which Lyrids 
should be — looked for, though 
they may be better seen further West.

MOTION in the name oí. Mr. Dillon and Mr. 
McGilligan, relating to the censorship, was defeated 


in the Dail last night by 56 votes to 32. 


The motion was: ‘* That the Dail is of opinion that 
the censorship is being used at present unduly to restrict 
legitimate free speech and prevent the natural expression 
of public opinion in this country, and that effective 
measures should be taken forthwith to ensure an adminis- 
tration of censorship powers which will command the 


confidence of our people. 


Mr. de Valera, speaking in opposition to the resolu- 
tion. said that censorship was vitally necessary for the 
preservation of neutrality, and he denied charges that had 
been made in speeches in support of the motion. 


The Censorship, he said, was to prevent a clash of 
opinion which might lead the country away from neutrality. 


CASE FOR THE MOTION

Mr. DILLON said that he did not 
suggest that the Executive was pro- 
pro-British, or pro-any- 
thing else. The case he made was that 
the permanent official in charge of 
that Censorship Department was not 
fit for the position, and that the re- 
sponsible Minister had allowed him- 
self to drift into the position in which 
he regarded himself as a czar, the 
master of the people and not their 
servant. 

They were a Catholic and a Chris- 
tian people, and the head of the 
Catholic Church was the Pope. When 
grave events were taking place, and 
when the Vatican broke silence on these 
matters, and when the censorship took 
upon itself to withhold from the 
people the pronouncements of the 
Vatican on great events, that censor- 
ship had gone beyond itself out of all 
reason. Six or seven weeks ago the 
Osservatore Romane im an article said 
that the Vatican could no longer re- 
main silent in certain matters. That 
was published, but denials of five 
specific rumours were struck out ot 
the article by the Censor in Lire. 
The people of this country were de- 
nied by the Censor the right to see 
the denial of the Holy Father of this 
insidious propaganda. The reason 
given bY the Censor was that the 
rumour had never been printed here. 
But who ever heard of a rumour 
being printed? : : 


this country? They were not ashamed 
to claim it, and the Censor who thought 
they were was mad. hat was true 
from the most irreconcilable supporters 
of the Taoiseach to the most conser- 
vative survivor of reaction in the 
country. 


NEWS ITEMS 


No newspaper had a moral right to 
change news, but the editor or leader 
writer had the right—the right of 
every citizen—to form his own view as 
to the meaning of the news and to ex- 
press that view. Editors and leader 
writers were not being permitted to 
do that. It was bad enough to tell 

eople what they might write or -say, 
Dut nobody had -che right to tell the 
people what they should think.

TIMIDITY DENIED 


Mr. DE VALERA said that when 
the war broke cut one of the first 
things they had to look to, if they 
were to maintain their neutrality, was 
to see that people who might hold 
strong views—newspapers—on one side 
or the other should not be allowed to 
lead this country into the conflict. 
Otherwise they would have internal tur- 
moil, and would find themselves in the 
conflict on one side or the other. If 
they were living in peace time they 
could give free expression of their 
views, but in the war situation they 
were not able to do that, and if they 
were to have opinions on the merits of 
the conflict and the taking of strong 
partisan positions they would find 
themselves, in the long run, over- 
whelmed either through internal con- 
flict or by attack from outside, . 

Because they approached the situa- 
tion in this manner it was no reason 
why they should be taunted with being 
timorous or having to obey the crack 
of the whip of one side or the other. 
That, said Mr. de Valera, is not true. 
It is not a fact. We believe we have 
the right to keep our own life in the 
way that is in the best interests of our 
own people. We intend to maintain 
that right, and the vast majority of the 
people have decided that their interest 
is to keep out of the conflict. .

DIFFICULT TASK 


The Censorship was imposed to main- 
tain internal peace, and, as -far as 
possible, to keep them at peace with 
other nations. buach was the 
most, difficult of all tasks'ot war time, 
because it had to parry the weapons 
which the belligerents were using 
against each other. It would be diffi- 
cult for one person to keep so even in 
his judgment as to act in such a way 
that would not—by some—be regarded 
as inconsistent. Censorship was not 
done by one man, but by: several, and, 
because of the conditions under which 
newspapers were produced, had to be 
done rapidly. But if 1t were possible 
to get one man to do all the censorship 
it would be possible to make a case 
against him on one side or the other 
ever a period of time. Deputy Dillon 
had been carefully briefed and had 
selected cases from one side and asked 
them to judge from that. 

"IT am satisfied,” said Mr. de Valera, 
“that the work of the Censorship Office 
has been carried out honestly and 
fairly in accordance with general 
principles, and in the interest of our 
people and the safety of the community 
during a trying period. There’ is no 
other motive actuating the Censorship 
staff.’’ 

HIS BROADCASTS 

He said that some of his broadcast 
on St. Patrickis Day had been mis- 
represented in its tenor and general 
purport. The remark of the Mjnister 
for Co-Ordination of Defensive Measures 
regarding ships also had been misrepre- 
sented; it had been taken. out of its 
context. When he (Mr. de Valera) 
broadcast at Christmas they were be- 
ginning to realise how quickly the 
shortage of supplies was about to come. 
He spoke of the fact that the belli- 
ero in blockading each other were 

lockading us. That is a fact, evident 
from the shortage of supplies which 
was growing daily, and would become 
greater as time went on. Why should 
that statement have been made the 
basis of misrepresentation, He had 
carefully avoided imputing motives to 
either belligerent. 

What he had said in that broadcast 
he had said deliberately and carefully, 
and he stood over every woyd of it. 
There was a suggestion that he was 
anti-British. . He had said that the 
State was neutral, and when he spoke 
as head of the Government hts remarks 
would be taken as being the attitude 
of the Government; they faithfully 
carried out the policy of the State, so 
far as it was humanly possible to do 
it, and it was not in the interests of 
the community that in circumstances 
like the present that an attempt should 
be made. by anybody to suggest that 
they were biased by enmity or hatred 
or any such motive against any 
belligerent. The people determined 
long ago that they were going to live 
their Jives as an independent State, 
and that they were not attached to one 
empire or anether. 


ROME STATEMENTS 


Mr pe VALERA mentioned the 
censoring of a statement quoted from 
the Osservatore Romano. What hap- 
pened in that case was that a denial of 
certain statements appeared m the 
Osservatore Itomano, but as the Cen- 
sor already had prevented the state- 
ments from being published in this 
country, and, as the statements had not 
appeared here, he suppressed the denials 
of them when they came along. People 
must remember that propaganda was 
one of the weapons in modern war, and 
that the news agencies of the various 
belligerent countries—every one of them 
—used their powers to give a particular 
complexion to happenings of the day, 
statements, and the Irke. It was right 
for the Censor to view such reports 
with suspicion. 

A reference had been made to repo-ts 
from the Vatican Radio that had been 
suppressed. The Vatican Radio was 
not official, so far as he knew. It 
broadcasts to different countries living 
in widely different sets of circum- 
stances, and what would be right and 
proper in one would not be right and 
proper in another.

WHY IT WAS CENSORED 


As regards the censoring of an Trish 
Bishop’s pastoral, Mr. DE VALERA 
said that it had been censored in 
accordance with the general directions 
which had already gone to the news- 
papers. The newspapers themselves, 
if they were to act in accordance with 
those yeneral instructions, would have 
censored it themselves. This particular 
Pastoral was on Christian marriage, 
but the extract did not seem to indicate 
very much that that was the purpose 
of it. <A certain portion was chosen 
which no newspaper in this country 
would have heen permitted to print. 
If he himself had been the Censor, and 
knowing the general instructions sent 
out. he would have censored that para- 
graph. 

“We have the responsibility of try- 
ing to save the community here from 
becaming embroiled in this conflict,”’ 
said Mr. de Valera. ‘‘and it is in 
carrying out that responsibility that 
we have to be judged.’

Mr. David Lloyd George gave a 
grave warning in the House of 
Commons, London, yesterday on the 
food position in Britain. 

“I have come here to-day because 
I am very uneasy, very anxious, and, 
I think, having a sense of something 
ominous. 

“ Never in such a short period of 
time,” he centinued, ‘‘ has there been 
such a glaxy of triumphs in any war. 
They dazzle the eye, but take care 
they do not blind us. The food 
problem, although serious in the last 
war, was not as serious as it is now. 

‘*Do not let us,” he said, ‘‘ because 
we are in a mood of exhilaration— 
should I say intoxication ?—forget that 
Germany in the last war was beaten 
in spite of her great victories. Why? 
Because she ha’ no food. She 
neglected her agriculture. She flung 
millions of men into battle, neglecting 
this essential need behind the lines.” 

Contrasting shipping losses, he said 
that in nineteen months of the last war 
they had had 1,800,000 tons of shipping 
sunk. At the end of the nineteenth 
month of this war they had 5,500,000 
tons sunk, and that did not take mto 
account indirect losses due to the black- 
out and the convoy system. In March, 
1940, they lost. 88,000 tons; in March, 
1941, 377,000 tons—four times as much.

ONE SUNK AND THREE 
MACHINE-GUNNED 


Replying to General Mulcahy, Mr.

four weeks one Irish vessel had been 
sunk and three others had been 
attacked. 

‘‘The vessel sunk was the s.s. St. 
Fintan, a collter of 495 gross tons,”’ 
continued Mr. pe VALERA. “' Accord- 
ing to the only report which has so 
far been received, the vessel sank 
about a fortnight ago at the entrance 
of the Bristol Channel following a loud 
explosion. It is not yet known 
whether the vessel was attacked or 
struck a mine.

Glencullen and Glencree, two colliers 
of 448 and 481 tons, respectively, and 
the motor vessel Edenvale, of 444 tons. 
The two former were machme-gunned 
by aircraft in the Bristol Channel last 
week. The motor vessel Edenvale was 
machine-gunned by four aircraft at the 
entrance to the Bristol Channel a few 
days later. Each of the three vessels 
sustained some “me but no per- 
sonal injuries were suffered.

DUNDALK, Thursday. 

R. DICK MAGUIRE, a 
clerk in the G.P.O., Dun- 
dalk, was shot through the leg 
when four men carried out a 
daring armed robbéry in the 
yard of the Post Office, just be- 
fore midday to-day. The armed 
men had £960 of Post Office 
money in their possession, but 
in their haste to get clear, they 
dropped the four bags contain- 
ing the money, which has all 
n returned. The robbery 
appears to have been well- 
planned. 

Just before midday two clerks in 
the post-office—Messrs, Maguire and 
Brian O’Hare—accompanied Messenger 
McCann from the office to the Bank 
of Ireland in Park street for the 
money to pay old-age pensions and 
other services, The money was taken 
from the bank and locked in one of 
the tricycle-carriers which the post- 
office uses. The tricycle was ridden 
down the street by the messenger, 
and the clerks walked alongside him 
on the footnath. The tricycle was 
then brought down the yard of the 
post-office to transfer the money to the 
sorting office. 

When the officials had passed 
through the gateway into the yard 
they stopped the tricycle, and Mr. 
Maguire began to unlock ‘he carrier. 
He had lifted the hood wh n suddenly 
four men appeared close to him, and 
one of them shouted ‘‘ Hands Up!’ 
Mr. Maguire took no notice of the 
order, and was then shot through the 
leg. He fell on the yard, and bled 
profusely. With the sound of ,the 
shot a postman, John McBride, who 
was in the lower portion of the yard, 
ran to the scene and gave the alarm 
in the office. The four men had 
cleared off. They had dropped one of 
the money bags in the yard, Mr. 
McBride, following the men, crossed 
the street, and on the roadway at’ 
Market street—directly across the 
street from the post-office—he picked 


he found the remaining three bags of 
post-office money. He returned this 
to the office. 

A priest who was passing at the 
time went to the aid of Mr. Maguire, 
who was afterwards removed to the 
Louth Infirmary. His condition is 
serious, but not dangerous. 

Mr. Maguire is well known in Dun- 
dalk, where he has served for many 
years. His family reside at Dunleer 
(County Louth), and he saw service in 
the last war. 

Meantime, the alarm was raised and 
a large number of people, together 
with Civic Guards and _ detectives, 
collected and a search was made of the 
entire district. A number of men were 
questioned and brought to barracks. 

This evening a cordon was placed 
around a wide area in the town, and 
Guards undertook a _ house-to-house 
search of the district. 


TWO ARRESTS 


The house-to-house search proceeded 
for several hours and the cerdons were 
only withdrawn when the Guards 
brought with them from one of the 
houses two young men, both natives 
of Dundalk. These were placed in a 
waiting motor car and brought to Anne 
street barracks, where they were 
detained. Each of the men is under 
thirty years of age. 


ITALY LOSES TWO 
DESTROYERS 


FURTHER successful attacks 

on shipping and on raiding 
aircraft were announced by the 
British Admiralty and the 
British Air Ministry yesterday. 

They include the sinking of 
two more Italian destroyers 
which were trying to escape 
from Massawa; the sinking of 
an armed merchantman off the 
Dutch coast, and the destruc- 
tion of various aircraft in the 
course of raids on British 
shipping. 

An Admiralty communiqué last night 
stated 

‘The Commander-in-Chief, East 
Indies, reports that one Italian de- 
stroyer has been sunk by aircraft and 
that another has been left in a sinking 
condition. 

“ Both these destroyers had recently 
left Massawa. 

‘* These losses inflicted on the enemy 
are in addition to the Italian destroyer 
of the Pantera class, the destruction of 
which was announced yesterday (Wed- 
nesday). 


RAIDER SHOT DOWN 
BY MINESWEEPER 


**A spirited and successful action was 
fought yesterday (Wednesday) between 
His Majesty’s paddle mine-sweeper 
Lorna Doone (Temporary Lieutenant 
T. W, Sherrin. R.N.V.R.) and three 
enemy aircraft,’ says a British 
Admiralty report.

WHEN TOWN FELL 


Benghazi was captured on February 
6th. Its fall followed the British 
advance across North Africa, and the 
towns was captured after a swift and 
sudden battle in a blinding sandstorm. 
Because of the mountainous nature of 
the country to the west of Derna, the 
Benghazi episode was not expected 
nearly so soon, says the Press Associa- 
tion. It was an important italian naval 
and air base, with a population of 
65,000, and its capture meant that the 
whole of the province of Cyrenaica was 
lost to the Italians, 

Although Massawa has not yet fallen, 
it seems unlikely that the Italians will 
be able to hold this important port on 
the Red Sea for any length of time, 
writes the Press Association Special 
Correspondent with the British 
Imperial Forces. The Italians are 
reported to have constructed a road 
block about twelve miles from Asmara, 
on the Massawa road. Any serious 
resistance that may still be put up 
is more likely to be met with to the 
south of Asmara, where seventy-five 
miles of the 430 miles separating this 
town from Addis Ababa consists of 
mountains, valleys and rivers. 

British aircraft have bombed retreat- 
ing Italian troops at Adi Caieh, sixty- 
five miles south of Asmara, and along 
the main road to Massawa. 


The Cairo communiqué yesterday

Libya.—Our forward troops have 
withdrawn ‘to positions north of 
Agedabia. This movement was 
followed up by enemy mechanised 
forces. 


Eritrea.—Large numbers of prisoners

Abyssinia.—Our forward troops have 
captured Miesso, on the railway, about 
180 miles from Addis Ababa. The 
advance continues. 


AN OPEN TOWN? - 


It is expected in Cairo that Addis 
Ababa will be declared an open town 
because of the large number of Italian 
women and children there, says the 
Press Association. 

Addis Ababa has been. “raided ”’ 
by South African aircraft, which 
dropped messages by parachutes and 
streamers in central and other parts 
of the town. 

Another Nairobi communiqué an- 
nounced that in the Yavello sector of 
Southern Abyssinia Soroppa was cap- 
tured after a four hours engagement.

Acting on the orders of President 
Roosevelt, Mr. Cordell Hull, United 
States Secretary of State, to-day sent 
a Note to the Italian Ambassador 
demanding the immediate recall of the 
Italian Naval Attaché in Washington, 
Admiral Alberto Lais. 

It is alleged that he was connected 
with the sabotaging of Italian ships in 
American ports. 

The Note, as published by the State 
Department, says that Admiral Lais is 
‘“‘ persona non grata to this Govern- 
ment as the Naval Attache of the Royal 
Italian Embassy in Washington.” It 
requests “ Your Excellency s Govern- 
ment to withdraw him immediately from 
the United States, 

This action, the Note continues, is 
being taken because of “ various facts 
and circumstances which have come to 
the attention of this Government con- 
necting Admiral Lais with the commis- 
sion by certain persons of acts in 
violation of the laws of the United 
States.” 

President, Roosevelt, the Note added, 
had decided that the continued presence 
of Admiral Lais ' would no longer be 
agreeable to this Government. - 

At a Press Conference, when he 
released the Note, Mr. Cordell Hull 
said he could not take up at this time 
the question whether similar action 
might be taken against any German 
officials in the United States.

Mr. McENTEE, Minister for Indus- 
try and Commerce, said that it would 
not, be beneficial to the country to let 
the people think that this problem has 
been neglected, The Senator’s sugges- 
tion that the army should cut turf was 
ridiculous. There is not enough work in 
increased tillage to give employment 
to all the people in rural Ireland who 
were out of work, and so far as the 
tillage did not afford sufficient em- 
ployment this was an additional 
opportunity. He was perfectly certain 
that it was possible to double the 
amount ‘of turf cut this year, provided 
the morale of the turf cutter was not 
destroyed by the gloomy pictures like 
that painted by Senator Baxter. 

He thought that it would be very 


arrangements to provide themselves 
with an alternative fuel, to assume 
that coal would be available during 
the coming winter.

A 
great deal of harm was done before 
the emergency powers were obtained. 
There was another case where a man 
was employed by a certain employer. 
He hired himself to another farmer, 
and when asked had he any contact, 
he said '' No,” and added that he 
came from Co. Cavan. At that farm 
after a few days the whole herd weut. 
It might be taken that the disease 
could not be more efficiently dealt with 
than it was. The spread of the disease 
was due to concealment. There were 
about three outbreaks that they could 
not account for. There were various 
theories such as plover migration. 

Senator Professor JOHNSON said 
that he was satisfied with the Mini-

investment 

Before that witness had taken advice 
about the value of the premises, and the 
advice of rsona in the trade, inclading 
Mr. John F. McGuire. At a subsequent 
conference Mr. Guiney said that he would 
be interested only if he could get a complete 
and very quick purchase of the entire assets. 
Witness explained that he could not accept 
any offer for the assets at less than the 
debenture position, and that that meant 
more than £200,000. because there were 
referential claims which had to be met 

fore the debenture could be realised. He 
told Mr. Guiney that the figure on that 
basis would be £222,500. 

Mr. Shott said that he did not arrive at 
the figure simply because it would cover the 
debenture holders, the preferential claims 
and his costs, and leave everything happy 
for him. He had too munch experience of 
receivership matters to ride rough-shod over 
any interests that should be considered. 
He arrived at the figure becanse he had 
realised that, if he got anything within the 
region of .he amount so requ'red, was 
getting a very good price in the circum- 
stances. He did not at the time expect 
that he would get that price from Mr. 
Guiney, so much so that when it came to 
the signing of the contract be got Mr. 
Guiney into another room to ask him if 
he were satisfied to go on with the deal.

The Early Years of | 
Punchestown 


HERE have been other years with- 
I out the Punchestown meeting, 
but few of the other lapses have 
been due to causes so serious as the 
disease which has prevented this year’s 
meeting from pass) held. During the 
Land League troubles, however, there 
could be no meeting. hat was in 
1882. The losses incurred locally as a 
result of the abandonment had such an 
effect that all opposition to hunting, 
and to Punchestown in particular, 
quickly died down. a 
From what has been written of the 
meeting during the years, and from 
books such as Áir. Harry R. Sargent’s 
“Thoughts Upon Sport,’’ a consider- 
able literature upon Punchestown is 
extant. One of Mr. Sargent’s chapters 
contains the germ of an enthrallin 
story on the meeting s early days an 
the men which made it down to 1885. 
It was in 1847 (perhaps a few years 
earlier) that the Kildare Hunt in- 
augurated on a small scale a meeting 
over the ‘‘Old Course,” confined to 
members; of the Hunt and the farmers 
of the country hunted by them, with 
a couple of minor events for ; BEIR 
steeplechasers.”’ Primitive, indeed, 
were the arrangements. They were on 
a par with those at other meetings of 
the period. As a matter of fact, it was 
not until 1854 that the course was 
first adorned with a stand, an unpre- 
tentious wooden structure near the 
site on which was set up the present 
imposing stand. 


Although the first meeting was the 


| most important of its kind held up to 


then, the value of the stakes did not 
reach even the proportions afterwards 
allotted to the Conyngham Cup, while 
the Corinthian Cup was given pride of 
place in the card. 


Developments 


Six seasons later the members of the 
Hunt, with the Marquess of Drogheda 
and Lord St. Lawrence (afterwards Earl 
of Howth) at their head, evolved a 
plan for extending the scope of the 
meeting, and in 1861 new articles were 
published under the title ‘‘ The Kildare 
and National Hunt Steeplechases, 

entries being invited for seven races of 


the value of £770, four with a £5 


4 


sweepstakes added, with the Kildare 
Hunt Cup, value £50, for members of 
the Hunt only. Also included in the 
card was the National Hunt Steeple- 
chase of £300, with a £5 sweepstakes, 
run over three miles and a half, which 
was by far the most lavishly endowed 
race run in this country. That meeting 
was such a success that in the season 
following eight races were advertised of 
the value of £900, five with sweep- 
stakes added of from £3 to £5, whilst 
the 4th Dragoons had their private 
race for their Challenge Cup. 

Lord Drogheda and Lord St. Lawrence 
were the prime movers in these expansions 
in Punchestown’s activities, but the time 
came when the work devolved almost en- 
tirely on Lord Drogheda, whose enthusiasm 
and enterprise raised Punchestown to the 
highest level of steeplechasing in any coun- 
try Ile had, however, as 
Thomas Waters, whose son, Mr. 
f'K., was afterwards to play the leading 
role in the affairs of the meetings for many 
years, and who also became the most expert 
of handicappers of the Turf Club, 


Royal Visit 


It was in 1868 that the then Prince of 
Wales paid his first visit to Punchestown, 
which for years subsequently was known gs 
‘* Princely Punchestown.” Under the foster. 
ing care of Lord Drogheda the meetings 
achieved a remarkable success, and it was 
mainly through his exertions that a race 
fund was built up over many years, to 
which the Hunt Clubs of the country and 
hunting men contributed lavishly, with the 
result that the value of the stakes soared 
until, in 1892, they aggregated 22,760, 
with trophies valued at @250 for a dozen 
races spread over two days. 

Mr. Percy La Touche succeeded Lord 
Drogheda as the spearhead of Punchestows, 
and he expended over £4,000 on the exten- 
sion of the stands and the improvement of 
the enclosures, the work being supervisea 
by Mr. Robert Waters, who, as remarked, 
succeeded his father as manager. 

Several tragic accidents have occurred at 
Punchestown, but never one so universally 
deplored as that which befel Mr. William 
Beasley in 1892. He had the mount on 
Mr. J. Hi. Peard’s All’s Well in the Kildare 
Ilant Plate on the second day. The horse 
came down at the double, and kicked his 
rider in the head. He never fully regained 
consciousness, and died on May 9th, eleven 
days after the accident. 

Since those far-off days Punchestown 
annually has progressed from success to 
success. Its story from then onwards. Ia 
well-known to Irish racing folks, who 
eagerly look forward to our premier steeple- 
chasing carnival, and deeply regret the cir- 
cumstances that led to its abandonment this 


season.
